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from towns where there has been effected some form of con- 
solidation. It might be well for us to consider whether we 
cannot find some practical and feasible plan for giving the 
boys and girls of the town larger opportunities than at present, 
and realize greater benefits in return for the annual educa- 
tional expenditure. It is growing more and more difficult to 
obtain trained and experienced teachers who are willing to 
take charge of schools where a large number of grades are 
taught in one room, because they realize that the best results 
are practically an impossibility. 

The emphasis laid upon mental drill in arithmetic and the 
use of perception cards and charts have produced excellent 
results, and visiting citizens must have noted with satisfac- 
tion the improvement in this important branch of instruction. 

Considerable attention has been given during the fall term 
to the problem of reading. The results in this subject, while 
much better than last year, are much weaker than in some 
places elsewhere. Our teachers have been sent to visit school 
systems in other towns and cities for the specific purpose of 
investigating methods in reading. The Superintendent has 
_ likewise inspected the methods of presenting this subject, and 
has observed several different systems as they were being 
worked out side by side. The boys and girls of a fourth grade, 
if properly taught, should pronounce almost any word ac- 
curately and read fluently the average book found in the 
library. 

Penmanship has been presented quite successfully during 
the past year. Divisions I and III have given more attention 
to this subject and have as a result carried the work farther 
than the other schools. 

The Palmer Business Method, a muscular arm movement, 
now in use in the best school systems of New England, has 
been taught. This method requires of the pupil correct 
position and rapidity and ease of execution. The time has 
gone by when we can place the copy-book in the hands of the 
pupil, leave him to his own devices, and expect “‘writing”’ 
as a result. 
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Intelligent citizenship is a necessary safe-guard of the 
republic. New Hampshire requires the teaching of civics in 
the eighth grade and the reading and discussion of the Na- 
tional and State Constitutions. High schools in the surround- 
ing towns and cities require for entrance an examination in 
this subject. This year accordingly this branch of study has 
had excellent presentation by the teachers. 

Notice should be taken of the progress in music. The ex- 
cellent training of the musical supervisor, supplemented by 
the faithful, painstaking attention of the teachers, has borne 
fruit. Drawing and manual arts have necessarily been given 
a limited place in the weekly programme. 

Attendance is yet far from satisfactory, but, as will be 
observed, this year’s record is an improvement over that of 
the year previous. The continuance of the whooping-cough 
through last spring is a good illustration of the tremendous 
educational loss due to contagion. No reduction of the annual 
loss sustained by the town on account of the apparently 
necessary absences can be expected until some more effective 
means of supplying the needs of children, without undue 
delay, have been provided, and greater precaution to pre- 
vent the spread of colds and other contagious diseases is taken 
at home, at church, at school, and at the various places of 
public resort. Some form of medical supervision, which is so 
general in almost all civilized countries of the world and has 
spread so rapidly in the last few years in our own country, 
would go far toward the reduction of absences due to pre- 
ventable diseases, would prove an efficacious means of stop- 
ping the spread of contagion, and for conserving the health 
of the community, and would aid parents in the discovery 
and removal of obscure and minor physical defects. Medical 
supervision is quite feasible and not very expensive, where 
several contiguous towns feel the same need and unite to 
share the expense. . 

The recent purchase of individual drinking cups by the 
Board has been a step in the right direction. The use of some 
disinfectant or germicide by the janitors after sweeping the 
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rooms would assist in protecting the children from contagion. 
During the winter months the heating apparatus of two of 
the schools has given a large amount of trouble. The pur- 
chase of double windows and possibly a different type of 
stove might solve the difficulty. Present conditions, at least, 
should not be allowed to continue another winter. It is the 
belief of the writer that some of the throat affections are made 
more troublesome by the dry heated air of the school rooms. 
The teachers ventilate as well as they are able, and the air 
of the rooms is frequently changed, but for the greater part 
of the time the atmosphere of the rooms contains little moist- 
ure. By placing a kettle of water on the stove and allowing 
the steam to escape, a saturation more nearly equal to that 
of the air out-doors may be obtained. This method has been 
employed in at least one school room during the past year. 

The school equipment, books, cabinets, globes, etc., is good 
and does not suffer from comparison with other rural towns. 
Such additions as are made necessary by wear and by the 
demands of gradually changing educational requirements are 
all that is requisite. Tarr and MacMurry’s new edition of 
geographies, containing the latest census figures, the Woods- 
Hutchinson Health Series, book two, the Art Literature 
readers, books one, two and three, and several other supple- 
mentary readers have been introduced this year to meet more 
nearly the requirements of the state courses of study. There 
had been previously no physiology for the use of the upper 
grades, and in two schools no texts for the study of English 
and Grammar. | 

The repairs on the interior of the Winniconic school house 
have materially improved its appearance. Several new black- 
boards have been added. They fill a long-felt need. More 
maps are necessary also. They should be purchased at the 
beginning of the coming spring term. 

The teachers and the pupils under their charge have shown 
a commendable civic spirit in their endeavor to improve the 
facilities and the general appearance of their rooms. ‘The 
book cabinet purchased by the pupils of Division III from 
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the proceeds of an entertainment is a good instance of this. 
To foster a spirit of civic loyalty and a pride in our public 
buildings, it might be well for a committee of three or more 
citizens, who are interested and skilled in mural art, to draw 
up a plan for school-room decoration that could run through 
a number of years. The pictures and other mural decorations 
should conform to some one idea or artistic conception. 
After a time our school rooms would be arranged so as to give 
an air of refinement as well as of convenience. The effect of 
beautiful and artistic surroundings will have a profound in- 
fluence upon the ideals and aspirations of the children. 

It must be kept in mind that the ‘schools are largely what 
the people make them. Suggestions and criticisms are wel- 
comed by the Superintendent. Some means of bringing trust- 
worthy, exact information to the attention of the citizens of 
the town should be found and employed. Assuredly there is 
no more important duty of the Superintendent than this. 
During the coming year, some plan should be devised by 
which the parents, the teachers, and the school authorities 
can exchange views and co-operate for the welfare of the 
schools. 7 

Regarding teachers’ salaries it may be said that everywhere 
more recompense is asked, but it is, as in other lines of human 
endeavor, caused by the increasing high cost of living and the 
demands of the people for more satisfactory and better trained 
instructors for the children. The policy of the Board has 
been far-sighted, and liberal, yet from the standpoint of 
economy most excellent. The salary should always be gradu- 
ated to suit the qualifications of the successful applicant, 
when viewed in comparison with the salaries paid in pro- 
gressive communities elsewhere. 

Last summer a special meeting of the school district was 
held and the sum of one hundred and thirty dollars was 
raised to save the town from the loss of the annual state aid, 
as the decrease in the appropriation made at the annual 
school district meeting brought the tax for school purposes 
below the necessary $4.50 on $1,000 of equalized valuation. 
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This year we received from the state, $796.48. Next year 
this amount should be increased, unless the decrease in aver- 
age attendance of pupils should cause the loss of the aid usually 
given for this purpose. The practical operation of the school 
laws relating to state aid should be known by every citizen. 
Apparently it is good policy financially to retain state aid as 
long as possible. To bring the tax up to $4.50 on $1,000 of 
equalized valuation for the coming year, the district must 
raise in total $2,442 for school purposes, the amount re- 
quired by law being $1,147.50. The state aid received during 
the past year was as follows: Certified teachers, $112; aver- 
age attendance, $111; high school tuition, $241.20; salary 
of Superintendent, $250; literary fund, $82.28. 

The unfailing, sympathetic support of the members of 
your Board, their endeavor to make effective plans that have 
been outlined and put in operation; the conscientious, enthu- 
siastic co-operation of the teachers; the cordial and generous 
attitude of the parents and the public generally is hereby 
recognized, and is highly appreciated by me. Such support is 
a source of inspiration for greater endeavor, and I hope, a 
basis upon which to build for larger results and a higher 
degree of efficiency in the operation of our schools.
